FINANCIAL DEPARTMENT OF THE WORK. 
WE are constrained to advance a few thoughts upon financial affairs. We are 
inclmed to believe that some of the elders lose sight of this subject. This is 
apparent from the fact that a few of them almost entirely ‘fail to tegeh the 
Saints their duty in this regard. 


Evidently some of the brethren allow the principle of the piiyinent of 
Tithing, or otherwise sustaining the work of the Lord, to remain in the back- 
ground, and set up a fallacious financial standard. This guage appears to be 
that so long as sufficient means is obtained to meet current expenses in the 
conference, such as payment of hall rents, etc., they are satisfied to say 
nothing to the Saints upon the principle of giving material aid to the work: 
This easy-going, dilatory method is most unsatisfactory in its results. Very 
soon, perhaps, as is the case with a few conferences, the income gradually 
sinks even below the amount required to meet simply the local necessities, 
and perplexing embarrassment ensues. 


Such slackness in so important.a department probably arises from a variety 
of causes. The immediate one, however, is that some of the elders fail to 
take pains to teach the Saints their duty in this connection. But what is the 
preceding cause of their silence upon this subject? Perhaps it arises from a 
suppositional feeling of delicacy about alluding to monetary matters. Why 
should such a feeling exist? Is there any substantial reason for it? The 
Lord, by direct revelation, has spoken upon this subject as clearly and plainly 
as he has upon baptism for the remission of sins, or any other law or doctrine 
of His Church. This being the case, an elder has about as much reason for 
diffidence in telling the people about the blessings accruing to those who 
repent of their sins, or comply with any other of the Gospel requirements. 

„Well, but,” says the reluctant elder, “the people are generally quite poor.” 
Well, suppose they are, do you believe when a person embraces the first 
principles of the Gospel, with an honest heart, he will receive a remission of 
sins, and be enlightened by the Holy Ghost ? “Certainly, I believe that.” 
Do you believe that any of the promised blessings of the Most High are more 
certain to follow obedience to one law than to another? No. Then what 
about the promises that God has made in relation to those who comply with 
the law of Tithing, to the effect that he will bless such not only spiritually 
but temporally. 
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The fact of the matter is that when the Saints are taught to sustain the 
work with their means and they are doing so, the work is more. prosperous and 
lively, in every respect, than when this is not the case. This being the invari- 
able effect of compliance with the call of duty in this regard, it is incumbent 
upon the elders to give attention to this department. All teaching in this 
regard should be given. however, in a fatherly and instructive spirit, making 
plain the principle of the matter and the consequent blessings of obedience. 
It should be shown that there is no shadow of constraint or enforcement of 
this matter, but that it should be complied with in faith, with a willing and 
cheerful hand and heart, to insure the reception of the blessing. Every law 
has its attendant blessing, and where a person has faith sufficient to comply 
with the law of Tithiug the blessing predicated upon obedience to that law is 
just as sure to flow as the saving benefits resultant from any other law that has 

been revealed from heaven. Modern revelation says that when the Saints are 
obedient the Lord is bound, but when they comply not with the law they 
have no claim, and this applies with regard to His revealed will in every par- 
ticular. 

When the i elder in a conference fails to perform his duty in 
instructing the Saints in relation to the temporal affairs of the work, and 
allows his field to run behind, what an unsatisfactory situation ensues. He 
forgets perhaps that there is an office for the transaction of the business of 
this Mission. We say he fails to remember this, or rather appears to, because 
80 far as any aid he renders in sustaining it is concerned it might as well have 
no existence. Nor, indeed, would it have if dependent entirely upon deriving 
any strength from such an unreliable source. There are a few instances of con- 
ferences from which not only is no means forwarded to this office to aid it in 
the carrying on of the business pertaining to it, but they even fail to fully 
meet their own expenses. Fortunately such instances are very rare. Where 
such an anomalous condition exists one of two things must be done —either 
the expenditures must be cut down or the income must be increased. When 
the former course involves the giving up of meeting halls, etc., it is unfortu- 
nate, and, especially in such case, we would prefer the latter line of policy. 
If this be not done a financial incubus will hang over the work which will 
deaden and stultify it spiritually as well as temporally. We speak plainly 
upon this matter. The subject demands that kind of speech. 

Of course there are some conferences from which but little can be reason- 
ably expected in a financial sense. We understand this very well. But in the 
very poorest of them it is expected that they will at least not run into arrears. 
There can be no excuse for the kind of management that would admit of the 
existence of such a dangerous financial condition as that. We believe that 
where the elders do their duty, in giving proper teaching in relation to these 
matters, the Saints, as a general thing, respond. In fact in the majority of 
conferences this is exemplified, for, being taught, they are doing remarkably 
well, 

Even if there were ample means for every purpose, the teaching of the 
Saints upon these matters would be no less incumbent upon the elders. The 
feelings of the people, because of the consequent blessings of the Lord, are 
so much better when they are striving to help the work along financially, that

Some 
of their points they could not estab- 
lish at and others were very far- 
fetched. They believe in a literal re- 
surrection, and that Christ will reign 
rsonally upon the earth. But they 

o not believe that Christ has re- 
stored the authority to administer in 
the ordinances of the Gospel, nor do 
they believe that he will do until he 
a rs in his glory. They believe 
when he comes he will bring his king- 
dom with him and that there is no pre- 
paratory work. They deny the im- 
mortality of the soul, and believe that 
between death and the resurrection is 
a blank. They say the only spirit 
man has is the air that he breathes. 
The people down there do not care to 
hear them speak, because instead of 
building up a structure to rally to, 
they pu wn that which they al- 
ready. have, without offering them 
anything better. 
e here is still very dull, and no 
prospect of it getting any better. A 
great many of the Saints are only 
working two days a week. Some of 


them are moving to other parts, where 


work is a little better. Some have 
moved up towards Leeds and others 
down into Cambri i 

Since our Conference, which was 
held on the 13th of April, we have 
baptized nine and re-baptized two, six 
children and five adults. Some are. 
investigating our principles and appear 
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
